Patent 5,969,108) refer to only one approach in which, both chains are cloned into the same vector, and further argue that this approach 
does not result in 10 14 clones, and one polypeptide is fixed. Applicants argument are not persuasive because the limitaitons applicants 
referring to were not entered into the application, and require new search and consideration. Further the rejections of record have been 
maintained, since the instant claims are not drawn to methods, and the claims do not recite 10 14 clones.
